There  ia  no  more  fruitful  source  of 
disease  in  oountry  houses  than  the  cel¬ 
lar.  Always  more  or  le^  damp,  con¬ 
taining  vegetables  in  a  partially  decayed 
state,  gases  and  vapors  are  generated 
which  are  very  unhealthy,  and  whoee 
only  outlet  is  too  often  the  living-rooms 
of  tbe  house.  Fortunately,  in  the  city, 
the  cellar  is  not  ordinarily  used  to  any 
great  extent  os  a  store  house  for  vege¬ 
table*  ;  bnt  it  is  frequently  made  the  re¬ 
ceptacle  of  all  kinds  of  rubbish,  whoee 
accumulation  is  anything  bnt  wholesome 
to  the  dwellers  in  the  house.  Great  care 
should  be  taken  to  ventilate,  the  cellar 
thoroughly  through  windows  opening 
out-of-doors.  By  locating  them  on  the 
opposite  sides  of  the  cellar,  aud  opening 
them  iu  warm  days,  the  air  within  will 
be  rapidly  pupflecL  It  should  be  re¬ 
membered  that  malarial  diseases  often 
proceed  from  decaying  organic  sub¬ 
stances  in  the  cellar.

A  New  Danger  ef  the  Sea. 


It  is  difficult  to  believe  tbe  report 
which  comes  from  Bremerhaven  to  the 
t  fleet  that  the  cati  of  dynamite  which  re¬ 
cently  exploded  with  such  fatal  effect 
was  deliberately  prepared  and  shipped 
with  the  intention  of  blowing  the  Monel 
to  pieces,  after  she  had  reached  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  Atlantic.  The  telegraph  as¬ 
serts  that  an  American  named  Thomassen 
has  confessed  that  he  was  the  originator 
of  the  plot,  and  that  his  object  was  to 
obtain  the  insurance  upon  his  baggage 
or  such  other  property  as  he  may  have 
had  ou  board  the  vessel.  That  such  a 
confession  has  been  made  seems  reason¬ 
ably  certain,  but  most  persons  will  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  man  Thomassen  is  insane, 
and  that  his  alleged  plot  existed  ouly  in 
his  imagination.  The  enormity  of  the 
crime  will  be  held  to  render  it  incredi¬ 
ble  without  the  most  oonolusive  evi¬ 
dence,  and  so  far  the  only  evidence 
which  has  been  obtained  is  the  Helf-acou- 
sation  of  a  man  who  may  very  probably 
have  been  crazed  by  the  terrible  results 
of  life  criminal  folly  in  attempting  to 
secretly  convey  a  case  of  dynamite  on 
board  a  passenger  steamer. 

Bat  unwilling  os  we  may  be  to  believe 
that  any  man  could  deliberately  plan 
such  horrible  and  wholesale  murder,  it 
must  be  admitted  that  the  crime  has  not 
been  without  precedents.  There  are 
men  who  tamper  with  switches,  or  plaoe 
obstructions  on  railway  tracks,  for  the 
purpose  of  wrecking  passenger  trains. 
It  is  certainly  no  worse  to  wreck  a  ves¬ 
sel  carrying  a  hundred  passengers  tliau 
to  wreck  a  railroad  train  carrying  even  a 
larger  number.  The  latter  crime,  how¬ 
ever,  is  not  an  uncommon  one  in  this 
oountry,  and  it  is  probably  attended  at 
least  baif  a  dozen  times  every  year  on 
one  or  another  of  our  railways,  A 
closer  parallel  to  the  alleged  plot  of 
Thomassen  is  furnished  b/The  shipown¬ 
ers  who,  as  Mr.  Plimsoll  has  shown,  de¬ 
liberately  send  unseaworthy  and  heavily 
insured  ships  to  sea  for  the  express  pur- 
pose  of  securing  their  insurance  mouey 
through  the  loss  of  the  vessels  and  the 
probable  drowning  of  their  crews.  If 
men  claiming  to  be  respectable,  and 
maintaining  a  fair  reputation  among 
their  fellows,  can  be  systematicaljy 
guilty  of  such  atrocious  villainy,  it  is 
uot  impossible  that  some  miscreant 
should  exist  who  is  bad  enough  to  at¬ 
tempt  the  very  crime  which  Thomassen 
has  confessed. 

While  it  is  improbable  that  there  was 
any  intention  of  blowing  up  the  Mosel, 
inasmuch  as  any  man  who  was  sufficient¬ 
ly  oold  blooded  to  plan  such  a  crime 
would  hardly  have  felt  remorse  enough 
to  indneo  him  to  confess,  it,  the  alleged 
confession  suggests  a  danger  which  the 
steamship  companies  will  do  well  to 
guard  against.  It  is  not  impossible 
that  the  story  told  by  Thomassen  may 
incite  some  villain  to  attempt  tho  perpe¬ 
tration  of  a  precisely  similar  crime.  A 
rigid  inspection  of  all  goods  shipped  on 
board  steamers,  and  all  baggage  uot  ac¬ 
companied  by  its  owners,  would  not 
only  render  any  such  attempt  aboitive, 
but  would  put  a  stop  to  the  practice  of 
shipping  dangerous  articles  under  false 
names.  There  is  no  doubt  that  dynamite, 
phosphorus,  and  other  ohemicals  which 
cannot  be  openly  shipped  on  board  pas¬ 
senger  vessels,  are  often  carried  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  shipowners.  The 
traveling  public  must  be  protected 
against  such  dangers,  and  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  companies  to  take  active  measures 
to  prevent  tho  possibility  of  their  occur¬ 
rence. — New  York  Time*.

If  anything  ought 
by  this  time  to  be  understood  it  should 
be  the  means  of  preventing  explosions 
in  coal  mines;  and  if  in  any  oountry  out 
of  England  these  means  should  be  of 
easy  ahd  certain  applianoe,  it  should  be 
in  the  great  carboniferous  region  of  the 
low  countries.  Yet  in  a  mine  near  Mons, 


Belgium,  where  mines  and  miners  have 
for  naif  a  century  occupied  the  whole 


intelligence  of  an  intelligent  community, 
the  miners  ojntrived  to  blow  up  their 
shafts,  with  the  awful  result,  as  the 
cable  tells  us,  of  killing  no  fewer  than 
one  hundred  and  ten  men.  Battles  have 


beoome  famous  in  which  destiny  ren¬ 
dered  in  a  briefer  “butcher’s  bill  r'  than 


this.  If  peaoe  hath  her  victories  no  less 
than  war,  she  hath  her  routs  also,  and 
with  less  excuse  for  having  them.
